Report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee Giving the Results 
of Its Investigations. 


They Find Many. Things, Loosely 
Done, but Nothing Fraud- 


No Evidence of Dishonesty, Fraud, or 


Gress Mismanagement of the 
Park Affairs.

There is no evidence warranting the belief that 
any sum of money, bonds, ce cate, check, lot, 
jaud, or other article or thing of value has been 
paid, directly or ingirectly, to the owner, editor, 
or manager of any of the weekly or daily papers of 
the City of Chicago, or to any person or persons 
pretending to act for them, asa payment, gift, 
grant, dopation, or bonus for any se rendered 
or pretended to have been rendered by them, or by 
either of them. Nor is there any evidence that 
money or anything else has been paid to any of the 
Commissioners for any purpose whatever, except 
asa salary, which payment of salary is shown by 
the statements and cxhibits before referred to, and 
was eo entirely proper as to deserve no comment. 

ATTORNEYS, BEASTS, BIRDS, BTC. l 

The amount paid for attorneys’ fees, the entire 
cost of litigation, and to whom paid; the amount 
expended by the Commissioners for buildings, 
hot-houses, and botanical gardens, and what 
prices have been paid for material furnished 
and work done upon the rks, can be 
fully ascertained by consulting such statements and 
exhibite, and in so far as we deem any of these 
items worthy of comment, our views wili be found 
fully expressed further on. The evidence did not 
show that any beasts, birds, statuary, or orna- 
ments had been purchased for the parks. 

The probable cost of the acquisition of such ad- 
ditional lands as may be required for said parks, 
and compieting them, and the annual cost of keep- 
ing them up, cannot be even approximated. 
ms is believed that we have now responded to 
each specific inquiry suggested by the resolution 
under which we acted, but as it required us to in- 

uire into such other matters as to us might seem 

t, it seemed proper that we should seek to ascer- 
tain whether there had been any excess of power, 
mismanagement, or corruption on the part of any 
one or more of the Commissioners. Hence, our 
inquiries took a wide range, and we have further 
to report that, in our judgment. Messrs. 

GAGE AND CORNELL 

exceeded their powers in the purchase of what is 
known as the Gibbons tract. The transaction in 
brief was this: Gibbons owned a tract of land, a 

rtion of which the Commissioners were obliged 
do acquire for park purposes. They sought to pur- 
chase the portion needed, but could not do so at a 
reasonable price, and instead of condemning it, as 
we think the law raquized, tney purchased tue en- 
tire tract, procured its conveyance to Mr. Reese. 
an agent of theirs, who conveyed to the Commis- 
sioners the portion needed by them; afterward, by 
the direction of Mesers. Gage and Cornell, recon- 
veyed all of the remainder, except four lots, to 
Gibbons, Reese retaining the title to two of the 
four lots for Cornell until recently, when, by the 
direction of Cornell, he conveyed them to a Mr. 
Goodhue; Reese still holding the title to the other 
two lots. ‘ 

Many of the statements of Mr. Cornell relative 
to this transaction were contradicted by Messrs. 
Reese and Gibbons, but several years had inter- 
vened, and we will not take the responsi ‘ility of 
saying that he intended to mislead or deceive us. 
It affords us pleasure, however, to say that the 
transaction resulted in no detriment to the park 
funds: on the contrary, by it the land needed for 
the park wae obtained mach cheaper than it other- 
wise could have been. 

THE COTTIN PURCHASE 
was a similar transaction. Needing a portion of 
the land for park pu Mesers, Gage and Cor- 
nell purchased the entire tract for $45,090; paid 
the same in k funds; had the land es — to 
a Mr. Averill, who conveyed to the Commissioners 
the portion needed by them, and about three years 
afterwards, at their request, conveyed the re- 
mainder to one John McCaffery for ,000, who

He testified that be in- 
formed the Commissioners of the existence of this 
contract; but the Hon. John M. Wilson, L. B. Sid- 
way, and Paul Corneil, three of the then Commis- 
sioners, and James Morgan and Cornelius Price 
who were a inted later, testified that they had 
no knowledge of it, and that until the develop- 
ments of our investigation they had beligved that 
t were o to pay Phillipe the 
full sum of - per acre. Two 
or more of them, however, testified that 
they had received vague hints by street- 
rumors of the existence of some such contract, but 
no one of them attempted to trace the rumor to iis 
source, or inquire of kwith relative to the mat- 
ter, except Mr. Cornell, who testified that he in- 
quired of Mr. Ayer or Kales relative to the matter 
and was informed that if any sach contract existed 
it was for the benefit of the Commissioners. Why 
it did not occur to Mr. Cornell to inquire of Mr. 
Beckwith, a party to the contract, and the agent 
of the Commission, was not explained. Judge 
Beckwith testified that his copies of the contracts 
were destroyed in the great fre. We then 
SOUGHT TO SUBPCENA PHILLIPS, 
and compel a production of his ies of the con- 
tracts, but he evaded service and left the city, or 
secreted himself after being made aware of the fact 
that we needed his testimony. The evidence shows 
that the Commisgioners by their agent 1. 
with Phillips for a title then and now in ute; 
bound themselves to pay the expense of litigation, 
with no security for reimbursement in case the 
title failed; that they have advanced from $10, 000 
to $12,000 already on that account; that Phil- 
lips was to receive from the Commission- 
ers $600 per acre, and yet the Commis- 
sioners were to pay Phillipe $800 per acre; that 
the Commissioners were to pay Phillipe $160,000 
for the land, and tpat Phillips was to receive from 
the Commissioners $120, for the same land. 
We wieh we could find some explanation of this re- 
re, but there is absolutely none. 
Judge Beckwith, the only witness testifying te the 
contracts, —Phillips hav eluded us, —etated that 
that between himself and Phillips was mere form— 
why, then, make it? That Phillipe was to receive 
from the Commissioners per acre—why, then, 
insert $800 per acre’ But in thie the evidence 
does pot show that either. Commissioner 
was benefited or expected to be. But is it not rea- 
sonable to hold the managers of #0 tm ta 
public trust responsible for the conduct of the 
agents whom ny. may select, and especially ina 
transaction like this, when they were not obliged 
to delegate their authority, but might have made 
the purchase themselves? Beside, we think that 
had either of the Commissioners beard a rumor 
involving the eum of $40,000 in any manner per- 
sonal to himself he wonld have speedily traced it 
to ite source. The same degree of diligence should 
be exercised in the one case as in the other. 
PURCHASE OF TA ALI CERTIFICATES. 

In the fall of 1873, before the sale of the first 
installments of the park assessments. the Commis- 
sioners entered an arrangement with Henry 
H. Gage whereby he was to bid off such lands as 
might be hid therefor; give his check to the 
County Treasurer for the aggregate amounts 
(which check the County Treasurer paid to the 
Commissioners as so much money in settiement 
with them), Gage to indorse the certificates and 
deliver them to the Treasurer of the Commission- 
ers and take up his check; Gage then to have the 
right at any time to take any of such certificates by 
»aying the face amount a 10 per cent interest. 

u pursuance of this there was struck off to Gage 
the aggregate amount of $64,000, and he after- 
ward bought all but $20,000. He had his pick of 
the certificates, and, of course, would take the 
best, those most likely to be redeemed, leaving the 
others the property of the Commissionets. He had 
a monopoly; no other person was permitted to pro- 
cure them on the same terms. He usually exacted 
the full penalty from the iand-owners on redemp- 
his arrangement with Gage lasted but 
one year. 

n the fall of 1874 the Commissioners effected an 
arrangement with R. W. Bridge, which has been 
since continued, and now exists, whereby Bridge 
was to become the purchaser, nominally, of ail 
lands. which might thereafter be sold for South 
Park special assessments; was to give his check to 
the County Treasurer and he to pass it overSto the 
Park Commissioners as money on settlement with 
them, they to charge Bridge with the amount of 
the certificates, he to collect them and turn over 
the money from time to time to the Treasurer of 
the Commissioners, deducting expenses and 
charges for his services. He was not required to 
give hie bond, but the evidence does not disclose 
any defalcation. His compensation was not fixed, 
but he charged what he thought his services were 
worth. The Commissioners prescribed po rule for 
his guidance in the matter of redemptions, but left 
him to use his own diacretion. It naturally 
resulted in the exhibition of considerable 
petty favoritiem and partiality. Mr. 8 
admitted that he had discriminated n 
favor of Mr. Cornell over other per- 
sons; that he thought it right that the Commis 
sioners should stand on a little different basis from 
others; that he had settled with poor persons on as 
— terms as with Cornell; that there were, per- 

aps, half-a-dozen instances where he gave per- 
sons very low rates on account of their poverty. 
He would not say that he was infludnced by the 
same motives, but from his notion of what was 
fair and legal in both cases; that he settled with 
Cornell on these terms because he was a Commis- 
sioner; admitted that he took the position that the 
Commissioners were working for the 4 — (some 
without salary), and that they should have better 
terms than outsiders. But it affords us much 
pleasure to say that we recall no evidence tending 
to show that any Commissioner, other than Mr. 
Cornell, was benefited by the exercise of Mr. 
Bridge's judgment. Nor do we remember any evi- 
dence from which it affirmatively appeared that 
Mr. Cornell knew that he was 
better terms than were 

eneral public. Nevertheless we 

Jommissioners shoula be held responsible 
forthe conduct of their agent, especially as all 
hie acts resulting in pecuniary benefit to them. 
We aleo think it probably true that inasmuch as 
the Commissioners were dealing with tax certifi- 
cates which were not their individual property, 
but which they were managing as Trustees of the 
heavily burdened taxpayers, they should have 
directed their agent, Mr. Bridge, to apply the 
statutory rule of redemptioh in all cases; it is cer- 
tainly true that favoritism should not have been 
tolerated.

All of 
this work.substantially was done by Mr. McCaffery. 
Only on two occasins did the Commissioners adver- 
tise for bide for furnishing clay and gravel for the 
boulevards. On the fret occasion no contract was 
made with any one. Onthe second, which was in 
1873, two bids were received, one by McCaffery at 

2.75 per cubic yard, and one by Lewis K. Stevens 
at $2.55. This ntract was let to MeCaffery. 
The excuse offere@Tor not letting this contract to 
Stevens was that he had no facilities for doing such 
an extensive work. — — in evidence that if 
Stevens’ bid was acce George P. Adams was to 
furnish the gravel, Stevens to do the work, and 
two other persons to furnish the capital, 
and that good bonds would be furnisned. 
Subsequent to this time large amounts of clay and 
gravel had been furnished and work done by Mr. 
McCaffery upon the park, sometimes upona writ- 
ten contract, sometimes upon a verbal one. In 
— payment for this work McCaffery agreed in 

cember, 1874, to receive, and aid receive, a 
tract of land known as the Cottin tract at an 
agreed price of $40,000. ‘In regard to this trans- 
tion Mr. McCaffery testified that he did not want 
the land; that he would not have paid that in cash 
for it; that he would hardly have bought it at an 
price; but that he then thought it was really wort 
that amount; thathe was offered $40,000 for it 
shortly afterwards and refused it, put now the 
land depreciatea. He also stated that he 
might have done the work a little less for all cash, 
— * was worth $2.75 to do it, the price he re- 
ceive 

The law under which the Park Commissioners 
are acting does not require them to advertise for 
bids in contracting for work of this character, but 
it would clearly seem to be better policy for them 
to do so.

THE ASIATIC SEAT OF WAR. 

The Province of Armenia, in which the 
Russian Army of the Caucasus ia now oper- 
ating, between Kars and Erzeroum, is com- 
paratively an unknown land. Off the gen- 
eral routes of travel, but little information 
has been furnished concerning it, the latest 
perhaps being Curzon’s sketch of his travels 
through it, just previous to the Crimean 
war,—a work to which we are indebted for 
the facts in this article. The ancient Ar- 
menia is now'divided between the Russians, 
Persians, and Turks, the larger part being 
contained in the Turkigh Province of Erze- 
roum. It is wild and Thountainous in ehar- 
acter, and has no connection with the sea, 
and, although not of any special commercial 
importance, has always been an object of 
contention between Turkey and Persia, as 
the high road between these Empires passes 
through it. The population is somewhat 
over 1,000,000. Erzeroum, the Capital, has 
30,000; Kars, about 20,000; Van, 20,000; 
and Moosh and Beyboort 8,000 each. The 
greater half of the population are Moham- 
medan Turks, the Christians comprising a 
small number of Greeks, Nestorians, and 
Roman Catholics, the greater part of these 
being descended from the ancient possessors 
of the soil, and professing the Christianity 
of the Armenian Church. In manners and 
customs the Armenians resemble the Turks. 
The women live in a harem, separate from 
the men, and dress like thé Turkish women. 
The country people live in peculiar under- 
ground houses, and are an agricultural peas- 
antry, hardy and active, and accustomed to 
exercise and endurance. 

The general history of Armenia, although 
intricate, owing to the interruptions of dy- 
nasties and the changes from Kings to Gov- 
ernors, Princes, and Yassals of other Em- 
pires, presents little @f interest. The first 
person styling himself King of Armenia, 
after Cuntst’s time, was Tiara, who re- 
ceived his crown from Nuno. Several 
Princes succeeded him who were mere vas- 
sals of the Roman Empire. Trerares II. 
was placed upon the throne in 259, em- 
braced Ohristianity, and died in 314. 
Armenia was henesforward § distracted 
with revolts against the Persians and Ro- 
mans until about 700, when it was governed 
by a long succession of Dukes and Counts, 
their reigns being characterized by the fruit- 
less efforts of the Patsiarch of Constantino- 
ple to break down the religious subjection 
of the Armenians to their heretical Patri- 
arch. The first generally acknowledged 
King of modern tines was Parareres 
Braxomance, who flourished about 1080. 
The sixth in the line was Miro, who made 
himself famous for his gtubborn wars against 
the Knights defied his power. 
Thenceforward history of Armenia is 
marked by almost war. Leo L 
fought the Knights Templar. Arrox, in 
1270, conquered the Saracens. Lazo, his son, 
was in constant war with the Sultan of Egypt. 
Ossm, in 1320, was at wer with Sicily and 
Cyprus. Lo IV. was in continual war with 


fusion. Lao V., of the family of Lostaxax, 
was the last of the sovereigns, and in 
his reign Armenia was conquered by 
Turkey.

WOES OP A HUMORIST. 

Mr. FrepeRick Dovué.ass has been overtaken 
with deep grief in consequence of a lecture he 
delivereu recently at Baltimore. He meant only 
to be humorous, and, choosing for his subject 
Washington society, he pictured it as he sup- 
posed it to exist, with here and there a few em- 
bellishments demanded by the occasion. He 
said that Washington was not a good city; that 
its churches were some distance from the spot 
to which their spires pointed; that it had a bad 
beginning, and had never produced any states- 
man or philanthropist; that it sided with treason 
against loyalty, and was foralong time the 
headquarters of slavery; that drinking and 
gambling were prevaicnt under the dome of 
the Capitol, and the place filled with 
“poisonous weeds and serpents”; that 
the Washingtonians were lazy; that they 
wear their hats over their eyes in a sombre, 
sinister fashion“; that they have a strong ne- 
gro pronunciation, and that many of them are 
ugly and discontented. Now, we who know 
the peculiar vein of humor in which Mr. Dove- 
Lass often indulges, understand that part of his 
remarks concerning Washington and the people 
thereof were true, and the other part only airy 
pleasantries thrown off by him in a jocular 
way. He did not really believe, for instance, 
that the Capital was filled with “ poisonous 
weeds” and “serpents’’; this was merely a 
softened allusion to the tobacco and rum which 
are so freely consumed in the neighborhood of 
the halls of legislation. When he spoke, too, 
of Virginia as the grandmother of States, he 
meant only to pay reverence to her remarka- 
ble dignity and historic grandeur. But these 
utterances are differently regarded in Wash- 
ington. The old families and the swell- heads 
there seem to be utterly destitute of the sense 
of humor. They declare that Mr. DoveLass 
has insulted them; they want to hold indigna- 
tion- meetings about the matter, and to have 
him turned out of his Marshalship. One of the 
heavy men—a Democrat—proposes to witharaw 
his name from the bond of the Marshal. We 
hope the aristocratic gentlemen of Washington 
will think better of the matter. They can better 
afford to sustain a personal affront than to dis- 
courage the growth of American humor; and Mr. 
Douaiass has himself been good enough to 
publish a card, in which he explains, kindly but 
firmly, just how funny he intended to be. 
It is clear, moreover, that he was in 
some measure a victim of circumstances. 
He had to use strong language, or his lecture 
would not have been listened to. Who cares in 
these days to hear a simple and unadorned un- 
folding of the truth? And who—in Baltimore 
particularly—would patiently endure a eulogy 
of Washington, a neighboring city and a pros- 
perous rival? Mr. Dou@Lass was only follow- 
ing in the footsteps of illustrious predecessors 
in the lecture-field; and, if he can be pardoned 
for delivering a lecture at all, he ought to be 
forgiven the most flagrant errors of statement 
in the interest of native American humor. 
What is the reputation of one city, after all, as 
compared with the development of the re- 
sources of the nation? 

Mr. Dovu@iass is forgiven by everybody out- 
side of Washington already, and he ought not 
to appeal in vain to the magnanimity of the 
people there. His accusation of narrowness, 
provincialism, and race-prejudice, uttered only 
in the Pickwickian sense, would be fully justi- 
fied if he should be deprived of his office on that 
account. His two great faults, we 
existed some time before he delivered his lec- 
ture at Washington; one of them was the fact 
that be was born with a black skin, ana the 
other his elevation to an office of social impor- 
tance by Presiilent Hares. He bas not said too 
much or too strongly what be believed; and no 
truly great city would condescend to make 8 
disturbance about such an affair.

Be- 
fore this President Hayes took a drive in Central 
Park with Gen. Wilson, and also accompanied the 
latter to the hohe of Mrs. A. T. Stewart, where a 
visit was made to the picture-gallery. 

The Seventh Regiment Veteran Corps, who had 
proceeded to Seventy-fourth street by cara, 
marched through that street from Madison avenue 
to Fifth at half past 2, and were reviewed by the 
President and en Sherman from the stoop of 


Gen. Wilson's house. The military were accom- 
panied by two hands comprising ninety pieces. 

At the close of the review the procession was 
formed to march to the site of the statue. Mem- 
bers of the Ce and invited guests rode in 
carriages bebind the Seventh Regiment, President 
Hayes and William Cullen Bryant occupyimg the 
first carriage. ‘ihey were followed by the Veteran 
Co The column proceeded down Fifth avenue 
to the Seventy-#econd street entrance of Central 
Park, and then Klong the driveway to the mall.

President Hayes then unveiled the statue, which 
had been coverdd with the national colors, and in a 
few words mad the presentation.

TERRIBLE! 
A WHOLE COUNTRY ON FIRE.

Moons Junction, N. V., May 15.—Since my 
dispatch of last night no serious damage has been 
done by the great fire that has been raging along 
the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain Railroad be- 
tween Clinton Mills and this place, and there is no 
danger at present. The fire is still smoldering 
throughout the woods. At Clinton Mills the entire 
village, numbering some forty to fifty dwellings, 
stores, and depot, and Adams & Co.'s steam 
mills, with an extra large stock of logs. 
has been consumed. This mill was one of, the 
largest in the country, and the loss will proba- 
bly exceed $100,000. The whole population de- 
pend on it for their support. The heat of the 
burning mills warped the railroad track so badly 
that trains were unable to pass for several hours. 
About sixty rods of telegraph line were burned 
down, thus causing obstruction in railroad tele- 
graphing. Three miles west of Altona were the 
forges and mills of Mr. Stackpole, together with 
his tenement houses.

are destroyed. In the western part of this town 
over sixty houses, with their outbuildings, a fine 
water power, one steam-milil, and a church have 
been burned. These are the most serious of the 
losses. Besides fire at the villages it probably 
covers fifty square miles, and numerous 
mills, dwellingf, barns, etc., scaitered through- 
out the country have been leveled to the earth. 
No one can imagine the damage and suffering 
that have been caused by this conflagration.

New York City Has a Severe Attack of It. 

New York, May 15.—New York looked to-day 
as if a continent had poured its popalation within 
the: city limits. King Carnival visited the city, 
and he is still here. He came when the bud blos- 
soms and the verdure brightens; he came with 
sunshine that made the pageant shimmer and the 
people simmer, 

As early as O o’clock this morning crowds began 
to gather in Broadway and to select available posi- 
tions upon the porches of banks and business 
houses. Windows, balconies, roofs, and jutting 
tops of doorways, all along Bioadway, were occu- 
pied before 11. By that time, omnibus-drivers 
had abandoned Broadway to the retainers of King 
Carnival, and dasbed with their vehicles perilous- 
ly through side streets. Down the main thorough- 
fare the chariots of Rex's train began to come on 
their way to meet the monarch. 

The people began at an early bour to assemble 
on the Battery to witness the arrival from some 
mysterious shore of the mystical King. Boys and 
men selected places near the Custom- House wharf, 
and from the wharf itself they were only kept bya 
strong detachment of police, behind whom was the 
fine band of the Seventy-first Regiment and the 
Royal emissaries. At last there was a shout 
and everybody rushed forward. The steam. 
boat Thumas Collier, decorated with the symbols 
of all lands in bunting, was approaching the 
wharf. Asthe boat touched, the bands played, 
salutes were fired, and the crowd hurrahed, and. 
the steamboats screamed a welcome toa portly 
gentleman of middle height, very fair complexion, 
with blonde hair and beard. He wore a hat 
of black velvet with white plume, and he 
was otherwise resplendent in purple and 
ermine. With him were the Grand Turk and 
Khedive of Egypt, gorgeously arrayed. In 
front of the Custom-House wharf this King and 
his companions entered their carriage, and the, 
procession started up Battery place. The van was 
mounted policemen, followed by a band, who in 
turn were followed by Marshals on horseback; 
then came the King. ‘The industrial chariots fell 
im line from the side streets and from Whitehall 
street. Nearly all trades were represented, from the 
makers ot clothing to the makers of axle-grease. 
The brewers were out in force, with tableau 
cars, and living representatives of Gambrinus. A 
printing house sent out a little printing office on 
wheels, and the printers devil enthroned 
therein was provided with horns and tail. The 
march continued up Broadway to Fourteenth 
street, and thence through Fourth avenue to 
Seventeenth street and the grand stand, where the 
procession was reviewed. 

The display was a very creditable one of its kind, 
and the bright flags and fanciful costumes of some 
of the principal performers lent plenty of color to 
the picture. 

When the last wagon had sed St. Paul's 
Church, Broadway looked as if it had just expe- 
rienced a snow-storm, presenting a cooland re- 
freshing aspect on the warm May day, so lavish 
were the distributors of handbills. If the object 
of the carnival was to attract attention, it can 
most certainly be credited with success. 

The night pageant this even was the grand 
feature of the festival. The efforts of the Carni- 
val Association to make this tableaux perfect met 
with great success. The main feature wae the 
representations of American history, accompanied 
by a motley display of King Carnival's merry 
fuliowers, illuminated with, lanterns, torches, 
colored fires, etc. The crowds were 80 great 
everywhere it seemed as if all the towns and 
cities in the neighborhood of New York had 
contributed their populations. Hundreds of 
thousands were estimated to de present. 
Windows along the line of march brought 
fabulous prices, and were all 2 engaged. 
The housetops and stoops were all covered with 
apectators. All the street-car travel was suspend- 
ed from the time of King Carnival starting on his 
tour. General good feelingand gayety prevailed. 

The procession started from Forty-second street 
and Fifth avenue, and, marching down the avenue 
to Waverly place, turned into Broadway and pro- 
ceeded to Gilmore's Garden, transformed into a 
royal palace, where the King and retinue held high 
carnival throughout the night.

A good deal of indignation was expressed in 
pork circles over the report that there is now some 
127, 000 brie winter pork in store. That is a de- 
crease of only about 4,000 bris during the past 
thirty days,—a rate which would leave us with 
something like 100, 000 bris on hand at the open- 
ing of the next packing season. It seems, how- 
ever, that the discrepancy is due to a misstatement 
a month ago, the error then being some 10,000 
bris, owing to the unwillingness of some parties 
to report. The present report is claimed to be 
approximately correct. 

The leading produce markets were rather dull 
yesterday, and all tended downward. The for- 


warm, while there was little demand from con- 
sumers. Jobbers in breadatuffs and provisions got 
in full stocks during the recent excitement, and 
those stocks are now working off more slowly than 
they would if prices were lower, which leaves lit- 
tle actual demand at wholesale, while the war 
news is not exciting enough to draw out additional 
epeculative activity. Hence the tendency is down- 
ward. 

Quiet prevailed im dry-goods circles. Sheet- 
ings and shirtings, denims, drills, prints, and sum- 
mer dress fabrics were moving with some free- 
dom, but in most departments there was no ap- 
pearance of activity. The general market pre- 
served a steady tone. Groceries were fairly active 
all around and uniformly firm. Sugars were 
ordered with some reserve, but holders were con- 
fident of the stability of prices and were not press- 
ing sales. Coffees, teaa, rice, sirups, molasses, 
and soape were strong. There was @ fair de- 
mand for domestic and foreign dried fruits, and pre- 
vious quotations were very generally adhered to. 
Fish were ordered freely and were unchanged. 
Butter was in light request from shippers and the 
home trade, and was weak and unsettled under 
increasing supplies. Cheese also was dull and 
heavy. The price of new cheese is some 3c higher 
than at the same date last year, and there can be 
little doubt that the market will sustain a material 
decline before the season is much farther ad- 
vanced. Tobacco was in fair demand and frm. 
No changes were developed in the bagging, leather, 
coal, and wood markets. Oils were quiet, with 
carbon quoted %c lower. Paints and colors were 
fairly active and steady. 

The retail lumber market was fairly active and 
steady. The small offerings at the docks were soon 
taken by the city dealers atfull recent prices. 
Lamber in cargo isin good demand, and firm. 
Hardware dealers report a moderate trade at the 
current prices. 
are shading the rates on nails for large lots, but 
other articles in the list are steady, excepting gal- 
vanized iron, on which the discount has been 
raised. Wool, hay, broom-corn, and seeds were 
unchanged. Hides were scarce and feady sale at 
quotations.

Stealing of a Dead Child from the 
County Hospital. 


What the Clerk and Father Have te Say 
on the Subject. 


Another body has disappeared from the County 
Hospital. and, as usual, no one knows anything 
about it. While the State law gives to medical 
colleges the bodies.of paupers, they have no right 
to take those of persons who have friends willing 
to bury them. A couple of months ago, J. D. 
Bellows, of No. 18 West Erie street, sent his wife 
and child to the County Hospital for treatment. 
Mrs. Bellows was very feeble and sick, but the 
child, which wae three months old, was lively and 
healthy. The littl one died Saturday night, 
as claimed, from want of nourishment. The 
mother was too ill to care for it, and those in 
charge of the Hospital did not give it any-—or, at 
least, enough—milk. When Bellows heard 
of its death, he cailed on Warden 
McLaughlin, and told him that de hadn't 
the money at that moment to buy a coffin, but 
would try to raise the amount necessary and come 
around Tuesday and take the body away. Me- 
Laughlin said there would be no trouble; the 
corpse could be left there two or three weeks if 
Bellows wished. Yesterday the father bought a 
coffin and went to the Hospital with an undertaker, 
intending te bury the body at Rosehill, where two 
other of his children are interred. McLaughlin 
looked for the child, but could not find it. He went 
— ¢ u the Morgue, inte the 1

be, but he was unad get any trace of it. 
Hence Bellows and the undertaker were obliged to 
go home. McLaughlin admitted the body been 
stolen, but did not know who thejthief was. There 
can be no doubt that a student of Rush Medical 
< ay appropriated it for the pu poses of dissec- 
tion, thereby saving the L peice, commonly cha 
for cadavers. Who he u probenly never be 
discovered. Mr. Bellows — naturally feels the 
grieved at the loss of his enild. being de 
consolation that it was in the grave; and he 18 dis- 
posed to make trouble. He will consult an attor- 
ney to-day, andig determined to find outif any 
is responsible for the outrage. If soa, he 
against him civilly and criminally, if 
can done. The theft of this y 
certainly indicates a loose way of doing things out 
at the County Hospital, and that the assurances of 
Warden McLaughlin are worth nothing. This is 
not the first corpse that has been stolen, and it will 
not be the last if something is not done toward 
holding some one responsible for the safety of the 
bodies of those who have friends.

ALL QUIET. \ 
The brickmakers do not anticipate a strike 


of 12% cents from last vear's scale will be quietly 
submitted to in most instances. There has been no 
disposition at all at the North Side yards to quit. 
These were the first to commence work, and the 
reduced scale was accepted without much, if any, 


murmuring. Labor has always been leas on the 
North Side than inthe South and West Divisions. 
from the fact that the workmen and workwomen are 


_ able to live on next to nothing, and are contented 


with anything they can cet. Wages in the South 
Side yards are higher than those in the West Side 
yaids, since there are more men living in the 
vicinity of the latter. Supply and demand regu- 
late the wages of brickmakers as those of every 
other calling. Down near tue Stock- Yards, where 
the highest prices are paid, there are very few 
Germans; the population is more floattig than 
elsewhere, and it is comparatively more difficult 
o get laborers. On the North Side, and toa 
less extent on the West Side, there sre many 
men and women available. Tuais is especially true 
of the North Side, where whole families work in 
the vards, and brick can be made cheaper there 
than cleewhere. 

At McCann's yard, the men were paid off Satur- 
day at the reduced prices, and they didn't come 
around Monday morning. This quiet move on 
their part gained a concession which could not 
have been obtained otherwise, and ycsterday they 
went to work at last year’s wages. Some of Busse's 
employes also quis, bat their places were filled 
with others at the lesser wages. At Jones’ yard, 
the hands are working at the new rates. At most 
of the other South and West Side ‘yards, 
the new scale will go into effect the 
first pay-day, and it will then be seen whether it 
wili obtain. If the men generaily accept the re- 
duced wages, those employers who are paying the 
old rates will drop the 12% cents, because compe- 
tition will compel them to make brick as cheaply 
as possible. Just at present all the men needed 
cun be secured, and as the moet difficuit part of 
brick-making can be learned in two or three weeks, 
even in case the hands now employed should strike, 
very littie delay would ensue.
